I. Althusser with Sirohi - the Reading of Ecrits Pour Althusser 


So of course Althusser is being received again according to Dhruv Jain as a version 
of Sirohi, which means he already understood encyclopaedias, history and even 
sociology and was even greater in producing theory. But of course Jain argues that 
Sirohi is read with Althusser to produce a theory of Sirohi instead, which is 
different interventions in different contexts which produces Fanon as an economic 
theorist of Algeria, and recently articulated a practice with economic forms and has 
won its own form of capital called state capitalism and is actually inventive in that 
sense and not the economic sense that Sirohi wants. I argue that this intervention 
itself can be contextualized as Mao Zedong’s line in China which asked for cinema 
in Godard’s sense recently as well, all of which is producing Communism of the 
Intellect and Will as in fact the New Kind of Communism. 


II. Althusser and History how to read empiricism with the conceptual object 
- Andersonian variations in Sirohi as well - the conceptual object bound 
to real object - the dialectical reverse of the first which makes Sirohi a 
theorist and Althusser a real empiricist 


And so an example of history is of course Greek retail culture which was merchant 
capital ridden in the previous edition which is then in the conceptual level also the 
expanse of Greek cities and their different states all of which is also the production 
of laboring classes all of which becomes forms of architecture which are produced 
as columns and arches and even intricate work in their Being which is finally 
Hyppolite’s comparative historicism in Sirohi which compares a small Corinthine 
grove in 70 AD in Paul’s life with the present of in fact South Tehran’s villages 
which of course is a historicism on Algeria and Cuba as plantation histories in this 
conceptual level of historical objects such as coinage, price-series and even their 
criss-crossing Algeria and Cuba at the same level finally with elements of Indian 
life. 


II. Althusser and Sociology - What is a Rural Perception of Peasant Life in 
Algeria in the 1920s

about the hard racism of white offices and even today this is how rural perception 
interprets the colour white or actually Europe and especially its racist white people 
which in current rural perception is wealthy racist life, compared to India’s hotel 
life with brown, white and black people which is emancipation.
